JEffiS CONSTITUTIONALITY 
KIEL'S CONVICTION. 



OF 



The decision of tho British privy coun- 
cil affirming tho conviction of Itiol lias 
settled tho constitutional pointa involved 
in the proceedings of tho court before 
which he was tried. It is interesting to 
know, however, that the opinion of U. 
McMtwters, Q. C, M. P., of Montreal, is 
*vorso to tho legality of tho conviction. 
His opinion was aaiced, lirat, upon the 
compoteney of the court that tried him; 
»ocond, upon tho legality of tho conviction 
and sentence. To the Drat he answers: 
"Tho court which tried the prisoner was 
to m/ view legally (though exceptionally) 
constituted in virtue of special delegations 
of the legislative power frorti the imperial 
to the Canadian parliament." In answer 
to the second question, ho says: "The 
indictment is framed under the Statutes 
25 Edward III., Chap. 2, which has never 
been formally re-enacted as a law of the 
Dominion of Canada, How far it may bo 
in force in the Northwest Territories aa 
part of the commftn law is open to some 
question, owini; to the restricted language 
of the statute of Edward. • The indict- 
ment is for levying war against her maj- 
esty in tho northwest territories of Cana- 
da and within this realm. The statute 25 
Edward ILL is, as it also expresses, a de- 
claration which otfeiices shall be adjudged 
treason, and among these is if a man levy 
war against our Lord the King in his 
realm. Are the Northwest Territories a 
part of the realm within the meaning of 
the statute of Edward I Referring to 
this statute Sir Matthew Halo says: 'Ire- 
land, though part of tho dominion of the 
crown of England, y ot is no part of the 
realm of England. The liko is to be said 
for Scotland, oven while it was under the 
power of tho crown of England, as it was 
in tome times of Edward I, and some 
part of tho time of Edward III.' Tho 
court of queen's bench of Ireland has de- 
cided that the same statute of 25, Edward 
III, only becamo applicable to Ireland by 
provisions of 10 Henry VII., cap 10, pass- 
ed by the Irish parliament, introducing it 
into Ireland. The house of lords subse- 
quently continued the decision of tho 
Irish court." After citing authorities Mr. 
MacMastor concludes: "Upon tho whole 
there is fair ground for argument that 
tho Northwestern Territories of Canada 
are not within 'the realm,' as intended by 
the statute of Edward, and if not, it is 
doubtful if that statute can he made to 
apply to ofl*enco3 committed there without 
more express enactment." 



THE EASTERN TROUBLE. 

Neither Servia nor Greece are disposed 
to recognize tho union of Bulgaria and 
Roumclia without obtaining for them- 
selves a real estato equivalent. The Ser- 
vian king say« lie mnst either go to war or 
retire from his kingly profession; there- 
fore he has crossed the border and is now 
about to cross arms with Bulgaria. The 
Bulgarian army numbers 22,500 men, 
which, when increased to a war standard, 
will number something over 32,000 men, 
with 104. guna, The Bulgarians claim 
that when the necessity arises they will 
be able to put iu tho held 00,000. Nearly 
all the officers of the Bulgarian army are 
(or wero before the outbreak) Russians, 
who had been permitted by the Czar to 
enter tho Bulgarian service, Eastern 
Boumelia, until tho recent revolution, 
has been under the suzerainty of the 
Sultan, but the people have never will- 
ingly accepted the situation. The em- 
ancipation from Turkish control which 
was momentarily secured to them by the 
Russo-Turkish war, and which was con- 
firmed by tho treaty of Han Stefano, 
caused them to accept with very bad grace 
the treaty of Berlin, The Roumelian 
militia, it is aaid, are armed and equipped 
inthesamo manner as tho Russian infan- 
try, and the drill regulations are tho same 
at those to which tho Russian soldiery aro 
subjected. This would make it very 
much easier to merge the Roumelian army 
into that of Russia. Arms are abundant. 
There are, it is said, 1)3,000 rifles in the 
provinco — 80,000 Russian, 7,000 Herdan 
and 6,000 Martini. The Roumelian active 
force now numbers (10,000 men; so that, 
should Turkey insist upon maintaining 
her suzerainty over Roumeliajas a.aeparate 
province, the war might continue for 
some time even should no great power in- 
torefere. 



Sensational Poison Trial. 

London, Oct. 1 9. --A case just con- 
cluded at the Seine Assizes shows that 
notwithstanding the chivalry of the 
French character, an unreasoning pre 
judtce against, mothers in-law prevails. 
A dealer in artilicial flowers, named 
Ribout, was charged by Madame Da- 
vid, his mother-in-law, with having 
poisoned his wife Marie. In 1881, while 
living at iSToisy, about nine miles from 
tbid city, Ribout and his wife received 
into their employ Lucie Quiot, an ex- 
thernely pretty girl of 15, as an appren- 
tice and boarder. Ribout became fas- 
cinated by the girl's charms and alio 
reciprocated his love, and they made 
no secret of their mutual admiration. 
Iu February, 1S8I, Madame Ribout 
became violently ill, grew worse, and 
died early the next month, and four 
months later Ribout married the ap- 
prentice. Then Mine. David's suspici- 
ons were aroused, and she charged Ri- 
bout with having murdered her daugh- 
ter.. At the trial evidence was adduced 
to show that the symptoms attending 
the death of the wife were •similar to 
those produced by colchicine poisoning. 

The remains of Mrs. Ribout were 
disinterred, but no trace of the subtle 
vegetable poison could he discovered, 
but this did not prove that it had not 
been employed, as its traces would soon 
pass away and it was proved that Hi- 
bout had colchicine in his possession. 
The evidence upon the whole amounted 
to a strong suspicion if not to positive 
proof, and the case looked black "for 
the prisoner; but Maitre Demauge car- 
ried the jury by an oratorical effort. 
He represented his client as a victim of 
his mother-in-law's malignity. "It was 
the mother-in-law," he said, "that first 
tramped up this charge of poisoning 
and had it not been for the mother-in- 
law the prisoner would not now be 
here." This appeal to prejudice made 
the jurors and the prisoner ahin, and 
without the slightest hesitation they 
returned a verdict of acquittal. 



FRUIT CULTURE, 

A Heady JTInrRet Tor British €u- 
l nmbiansi 

Melion-ie- Waktua, ) 
May no Island, Oct. 19, j 

To the Editor:— Now that the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway is completed, we may 
expect shortly to be in active commerce 
and social communication, with Winnipeg 
and the vast Northwest territories. Do 
you not think, Mr. Editor, that it is high 
time that wo turn our attention to fruit 
growing — not as a pastime, but as the 
great outlet for our agricultural resources. 
When wo consider those countless acres, 
pouring in their millions of bushels of 
wheat, oats, etc., surely we can never 
suppese that we will bo able to compete 
with them. Would it not br better to 
prepare ourselves for the e [change of 
commodities? With apples 5 and 10 cents 
and oven 15 cents a pound (as 1 bought 
them there often yean ago), surely wo 
could find a margin of profit as great if 
not greater than we could hope to realize 
out of cereals. And, again, when the 
question of labor is of so much import- 
ance as it is horo, with fruit culture we 
could use our Indians, instead of allowing 
thorn to run over to Seattlo and elsewhere 
to pick hops for our astute neighbors, re- 
turning to us, after spending their money 
in American stores or perhaps bad whis- 
key, to starve or till our jaila. The cost 
of production is not nearly as ijroat as is 
that of grain, nor is tho risk of failure in 
crop3 nearly as much. 

And is not fruit (if wo rightly under- 
stand its use) as important an article of 
diet as bread/ Yes! 1 claim it to be a 
necessity. When I boo our newspapers 
piled with advertisement* from quack 
doctors, claiming to cure any or all of tho 
numerous ills to which flesh is heir with 
their one wretched specific, how 1 wish 
we understood tho valuo of fruit as a 
medicine. 1 am auro we wouid be much 
the gainers if we looked mora to our 
orchards and gardens for our medicines 
and less to our drug-stores. T'> cure fe- 
ver or act on tho kidneys no febrifuge or 
duiretic is superior to watermelon. Of ail 
the fruits that nature has so bountifully 
bestowed upon us, none can exceed the 
peach for flavor or digestibility. The ap- 
ple (our first mother's favorite) is. of all 
fruits, tho host, whether on tho dessert 
table or cooked as pudding or tart. Raw 
apples or dried apples stowed are better 
for constipation than liver pills. 'The 
small seeded fruits, for which our climate 
is so well suited, such as blackberries, 
raspberries, currants and strawberries, 
their acid is cooling and purifying and 
their seeds laxative. Fruit may be eaten 
at any time and in any quantity, always 
being suro that it is perfectly ripu. It is 
a mistaken notion that one may not eat 
of it before breakfast or on goiritf to bed. 
Eat more of it, and we will require lets 
of that nasty stutf that is so great an ex- 
pense tu both pocket and stomach. To 
protect our young orchards in their ear- 
lier years it seems to mo that a heavy tax 
on all importations would bo naoessary; 
but this wo can safely leave in the hands 
of the government, and as our trees jirow 
older and our footing surer we will be 
able to feel that tho future of our prov- 
inco will bo sucoud to none in the domin- 
ion.

She said that she had met Mrs. Brown 
but once, and then it was through com- 
pulsion that she called upon her. At 
that time Brown was iu Portland, Or., 
and she culled upon his wife to entreat 
her to cease Iciirisufg Shay away and es- 
tranging him from his family. '.Iho pray- 
er of the neglected wife was not heeded, 
and Shay continued lus attention to iMrs. 
Brown. 

Mrs. Shay says that while her husband 
failed to contribute towards the support 
of his family, ho was bestowing presents 
Mr?. Brown and paying $00 a month for 
her board and lodging. It was only with 
reluctance that tho poor wife spoke of tho 
matter, and team were in hor eyes aa sho 
said : "Ou Wei Any night, while ho was 
able to dine in regal style with his woman 
I ami my children were compelled to be 
satisfied with a very simple meal." 

LOSS of the; ship ciler* 
NUM. 



E'lts'i^ «la j - s Etecei i r e«l — I'ire and 
Terrific Explosion. 

An account of the loss of tho British 
ship Cilernum has been received from the 
master. The substance is that tho vessel 
had three shafts put in for ventilation 
before leaving the port of Newcastle for 
.San I'Vancisc". On August 14th, in lati- 
tude LSJ 3 51>' south, longitude 57' 
west, a thin vapor was noticed coming 
from below. A thorough examination 
was made and iho coal was found to be 
ii uite cool, but, a strong smell of chemicals 
was noticed below. On August 19th 
smoke was noticed and water was freeiy 
used, but the fire increased rapidly, and 
the hatches were put on. At 3 p. m., 
while the crew were at work trying to sub- 
duo tho lire, a fearful explosion took place 
which blew oil' the hatches and all tho for- 
ward part of the decks. An ordinary sea 
man named Campbell was blown up by it 
and never seen afterward. Tliu carpenter, 
cook and two seamen woro severely in jur- 
ed also. At (i p. in .a vessel hove in sijjht 
which proved to bo the Dutch baikentine 
Z:tia. Every effort was made to subduo 
tho fire, but without, effect, and '.he coal 
finally became so hot that the water in 
the tanks actually boiled and the flames 
oame up through the decks, Everything 
became so hot that the vessel had to be 
abandoned and all hands were put on 
board the baikentine. Before tho captain 
left lie took the after port off, so that the 
vessel would sink and not be dangerous to 
other vessels, and leaving her at !):30 a.ir, 
on August 20th, he saw her sink at 9;df> 
a m. All hands were taken to Perrmm- 
bueo. Tho chemicals in bleaching powder 
that sho had on board were no doubl tho 
cause of the disaster.

ENGLAND. 
London-, Oct. 27.— Tho trial of Stead, 
editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, and tho 
other defendants in tho Armstrong ab- 
duction case, was resumed to-day at the 
central criminal court before Justice 
Lopes. A discussion between counsel 
aruse respecting portions of the testimony 
of Mrs. Anno Broughton taken yeiter- 
day. .Reference was made to tho short- 
hand notes of J nstico Lopes, which con- 
firmed the notes of tho jury that Mrs. 
Broughton declared yesterday that Mrs. 
Armstrong said she would novor let her 
daughter for immoral purposes. The 
prosecution subptunied Dr. Smith, of 
ILvrloy street, and ho dopoied that ho 
chloroformed and examined the girl Eliza 
Armstrong and certified to her virginity, 
at tho request of Stead and Brumwell 
Booth. This testimony croated a sensa- 
tion.

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 27. — The Novoe 
Vreuija and Moscow Gazette, in editorials 
to-day, statu that they aro skeptical of 
the benefit of the conference of the pow- 
ers on the Houmolian question, und four 
it will injure Russian interoitts. 

Russia has notified tho foreign powers 
of a probable early withdrawal of her 
deposits. Tho Russian pross consider 
this step a political one. 

In an interview with Karavelofa, Bul- 
garian prime minister, he reaffirmed the 
statement that Prince Alexander had no- 
tified Russia of the intention of Roume- 
lia to unite with Bulgaria, and that Rou- 
melia was willing to continue Turkish 
suzerainty, but would not cedo an inch of 
territory. Iu conclusion, tho Bulgarian 
premier said: "If Turkey declares war 
wo alone are able to raise Macedonia in 
three days. An European war is none of 
our business, and wo aro not alarmed at 
tho armaments of Greece, as her army is 
far from being terrible."

MR. ANDREW ROBERTSON'S 

Opinion of Victoria ami Its 
Surroundings. 

He Pronounces tliifi "a Fine 
Town." 



In reply to tho question of what he 
thought of Victoria, Mr. Andrew Robert- 
son, of Montreal, who accompanied Sir 
Charles Tupper on his recent visit to this 
city said to a Montre-' reporter: 

"It is a fino town. There is an English 
look about the place, as there is indeed 
about the whole ' of British Columbia. 
This is perhaps owing to the climato, 
which is very different from that of the 
eastern part of the Dominion. There is 
very little winter there. The snow falls 
but it does not conio to stay as it does 
here, Tho town contains some tine pub- 
lic buildings and many handsome resi- 
dences. The streets aro w'do and it has 
good hotels. The Driard Uoiiho, at which 
wo stayed, is a vory well regulated hotel. 
The country immediately around Victoria 
is vory fino. Wo drove out to see the 
drydook at Esquimalt, tho construction of 
which is in good hands. Wo also inspect- 
ed a section of 20 miles of tho Nanaimo 
railroad to Ghemaiuus, where Croft & 
Angus have lumber mills. This road is 
from Nanaimo to Esquimalt, on the oast- 
ern coast of Vancouver Island and 70 
milos long. There is a boom in real estate 
in Victoria, New VYescminater and the 
country in tho vicinity of the site of tho 
now city of Vancouver, the terminus of 
the Canadian Pacific. Tho prospects of 
the country, its owners believe, warrant 
them in holding it for a high price." 

On tho afternoon of the day of their 
arrival in Victoria tho party visited tho 
Esquimnlt drydock and navy yard. Mr. 
Robertson spoke most highly of the pro- 
gress of the work, and of the importance 
of it to the trade, not only of British Co- 
lumbia, but to other parts of the Domin- 
ion as well. At tho aamo time he ex- 
pressed a most decided opinion that tho 
dock should bo at least 550 feet in length, 
and said if tho additional 100 feet wero 
constructed now it could bo done very 
much more cheaply than if left until after 
tho present dock had been completed.

Trustee II ggins, in seconding the mo- 
tion, Mentioned several complaints against 
teachers having been made to llim, but 
as in. written complaint could bo obtain 
ed the matter could not be brought be- 
foro Ihe hoard . In one instance it was 
said thai the principal of the high school 
had brutally beaten a pupil, from tho ef- 
fects uf which the boy was ill. In another 
case n tein do pupil had been causod ill- 
ness through a somewhat similar practice. 

Trustee Uraden said that parents felt 
a delicacy in bringing these matters before 
the board Many of the parents thought 
it was tho duly of the board to go to the 
schools every morning, but business men 
had not the time. If an inspector were 
appointed tlusc complaints could be in 
vest iga ted. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Trustee Higgins asked what stops had 
been taken in regard to cleaning the drain 
at the .Johnson street ward school. 

Trustee Heisterman suid it was being 
attended to. 

Trustee Higgins stated that during tho 
week ho had visited tho Central Bchool 
and found a great lack of seats in MiBS 
Oowon's room — four pupils in some cases 
sitting in seats intended for two. Ho 
would move that twelve chairs bo pur- 
chased for the use of the schools. Car- 
ried.

Tllic Washliouse By-Law. 

[Before Jlr. Edwin Johnson, P. M.j 
Tho charge against Me Wah for an in- 
fraction of the city b}'-law requiring per- 
sons carrying on laundries to pay a liconse 
feo of S50 half-yearly, was hoard this 
morning on remand from yesterday. 

Tho objections taken by Mr. Taylor 
against the by-law were that it was not 
within the power of tho city council; that 
tho act of the jcal legislature assuming 
to give power to tho city to pay a by-law 
of this kind, only _gave tho right for 
tho purpose of regulating wash-houses, 
and not for the purposo of raising a 
revenue. There was a difference between 
tho povvor to regulate and the right to do- 
rive a revenue; ono being oonfined to a 
reasonable foe for regulating, and the 
other unlimited. By laws not in harmony 
with tho erunmon law, restraining trade 
or interfering with the rights of porsona, 
wero very shortly construed — any assump- 
tion of powers by the municipality not 
oxprossly conferred by the legislature, 
rendered all acts done under such powers 
void, and in any event, the provincial act 
was ultra vires of tho local legislature. 
Tho only authority the province had con- 
ferred by the North America Act to im- 
poao a tax of this nature was either under 
tho head of "shop, saloon, auctioneer or 
other licenses," or "direct taxation " 
The words other licenses were restrained 
within tho meaning of the particular 
words which preceded them. A wash 
house was an industrial concern not with- 
in tho meaning. Then wa9 this a direct 
taxi Counsel cited tho writings of polit- 
ical economists to show that a direct tax 
was solely a tax upon laud or upon heads, 
while an indirect tax was one demanded 
from one person in ihe expectation or in- 
tention that he should indemnify himself 
at the expense of another. 'I ho licenso 
amounted to a prohibition, and thus in- 
terfered with trade and commerce, which 
was within dominion control, and the 
act, bciing aimed professedly at Chinese, 
who wore aliens, affected existing treaties 
between England and China. 

Mr. J . Stuart Yates, on behalf of tho 
city, replied that ever)' tax was il> a sense 
direct. Hardly any tax was ever im- 
posed upon any person hut that it was 
expected he would recoup himself at the 
expense of another. Tho amount, of this 
license could be obtained by increased 
charges. So far as the bylaw was con- 
cerned, that, he stated, waa well within 
the scope of the powers conferred upon 
tho municipality by the provincial mu- 
nicipality act. That the local legislature 
had tho power to grant such a right under 
tho section of the British North America 
act giving them tho right to deal "with all 
matters eff a merely local or private na 
turo within the province," and quoted 
cases where tho right, to licenso had boon 
held within the powers of the looal legis- 
lature. 

Tho magistrate roserved his judgment 
until Saturday.

VELOCITY OF THE IttOOlV, 

Compared to the Speed or a 
Cannon Ball in its Flight. 

We can faintly picture, says Profes- 
sor Langloy, how it would seem if we 
wore placed at a station in space near 
the lunar orbit, and could see the 
moon, a moving world, rush by us svith 
a velocity greater than that of a can- 
non ball in its swiftest flight. This feel- 
ing may be almost realized, in fact, by 
witnessing from some high mountain 
the shadow of the moon as it passes 
swiftly by during an eclipse. On such 
an occasion, its shadow actually trav- 
els along the earth with the name speed 
of its flight in space. The observer upon 
some lofty point, from which his vision 
reaches many miles to the west, can 
easily discern and follow the approach- 
ing shadow, and witness the actual vo- 
locity of a heavenly body, as it were, 
brought down to him. Such a sight was 
once witnessed by some one from an 
elevated point on the Sierras. The read- 
er who has ever ascended to the Super- 
ga, at Turin, will recall the magnificent 
view, and be able to understaud the 
good fortune of an observer (Forbes) 
who once had the opportunity to wit- 
ness thence this phenomenon, and un- 
der a nearly cloudless sky. "I perceiv- 
ed," ho says, "in the southwest a dark 
shadow, like that of a storm about to 
break, which obscured the Alps. It was 
the lunar shadow coming towards us. 1 
confess it was the most terrifying sight 
I ever saw. As always happens in case-: 
of sudden, unexpected movements, the 
spectator confounds the real and rela- 
tive motions, I felt almost giddy for a 
moment, as though the massive build- 
ing under mo bowed on the side of the 
coming eclipse." Another witness, who 
hud been looking at some bright clouds 
just before, says: "The bright cloud I 
saw distinctly put out like a candle. 
Tho rapidity of the shadow and the in- 
tensity produced a feeling that some- 
thing material was sweeping over the 
earth at a speed perfectly frightful. 1 
involuntarily listened for the rushing 
noise of a mighty wind." 

Gen. Sherman and the News- 
pa per. 

Speaking of Gen. Sherman's recent 
reflections on tho war correspondents, 
a newspaper man tells the Sunday Cap- 
ital this: 

"I had an interview with him during 
the first week of 1 1 ih occupation of Sa- 
vannah. The newspapers then made 
him the prime hero of tho war.

The march through Georgia was 
the theme of all praise, and Sherman 
appeared to be the man who would end 
it all. I had a printing ollice and very 
complete press, where, for two years I 
had printed an army paper at Beaufort, 
S. I obtained letters from Generals 
Foi-Bter and Saxton recommending me 
to favorable consideration. These 1 took 
to Sherman in Savannah, asking for 
permission to biing my materia) to Sa- 
vannah and there turn out a national 
union newspaper. The printing offices 
of the city had been rendered almost 
useless by the departing rebels, and the 
need of a new press was particularly 
evident. Gen Sherman received me 
pleasantly until I mentioned a newspa- 
per. Then the storm broke from a cles r 
sky: 

"I would like to know what the 
deuco an army wants with a newspa- 
per, or what anybody wants with them 
for that matter. This war was brought 
on by newspapers and preachers, and 
it would have ended long ago but for 
them — and the women," said he. Then 
pausing, be said: 

"Less than three years ago y-ou news- 
paper men, especially a Cincinnati 
newspaper, put me down as a crazy 
man, fit only for a lunatic asylum, be- 
cause I said it would take 200,000 men 
lo do what I have done. I was exiled 
to St. Louis on recruiting service for 
that opinion. What do you think now?" 

"I tried to Rtop this How of reminis- 
cences, but in vain. 

"What does an army want with 
newspapers, I'd like to know? They aro 
little better than spies. We hang spies, 
or ought to, and it would have saved 
thousands of lives if we had hanged a 
dozen newspaper [correspondents. No, 
sir: you can not publish a newspaper in 
Savannah with my permission, i sup- 
pose you aro a decent man, because 
these officers say you were a good sol- 
dier and a discreet editor, but I will 
not have any newspapers about my 
army if I can help it."— Washington 
special St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Oct.

A VICTI/tf TO MORPHINE. 
A Marriage that Menus Much. 

New York, Oct. 25. — A Paris special 
says: One of the most celebrated beauties 
of thn court of Napolean III. has just 
fallen a victim to morphine, Mote. Curdor 
(nt'e Lahitte), and a sistor of tho Marquis 
de Gallifet. Sho had for several years 
been addicted to tho habit of taking 
subcutanoous injoctions of morphine. 
Sho was buried yesterday at Saint Gar- 
maino, after endurinc eight days of tho 
most excruciating torturo of both mind 
and body. Tho remains shortly after 
death assumed all the transparent boauty 
and classic purity of outline for which sho 
was so famod in her youth, and which 
were so well known through her pictures. 

It cannot be disguised that sho marringo 
of an Orleans prinoss to Prince Walde- 
mar, of Denmark, notwithstanding the 
way in which public curiosity was avoided, 
has produced a groat improBsion on 
Fronohmen. This princely congress in 
the modest dwelling of tho head of tho 
old reigning houBo of France, this un- 
ostentatious homage by monarchical 
Europe to a representative of that Iioubo, 
shows that the Comto do Paris holds in 
handB the principle whioh is part of the 
patrimony of Franco, and may at a given 
inomont be the supreme resource. The 
marriage is regarded politically as the must 
important oince that of tho conqueror of 
Austerlitz with the Arch Duchess Marie 
Louise, in 1810.

The only means of conveyance afforded 
by the country wua tho reindeer sled^o*, 
an3 tho author givus a graphic picture of 
the manner in which the reindeer is pro- 
pared for duly. 

"First, two symmetrical bits of wood 
are laid above and below the neck of tho 
deir and fasloued together. From tho 
middle of these a band runs down on 
oach sido to a wooden block under the 
titomach immediately behind the fore legs. 
To this block the single trace is attached, 
generally made of reindeer skin. From 
the end of tho wooden block again a 
broad belt runs over the back of tho ani- 
mal, -while around tho neck a rope is 
placed to which the rein is fastened. This 
is the whole harness. It is looso and 
primative, but doubtless best adopted to 
reindeer drivers. 

"Tho sleigh seems from its construc- 
tion to be better adapted to water than to 
laud traveling. Cut a low boat in halves, 
tako tho stem part and close it behind 
with a perpendicular piece of wood, and 
you have u pulk. It is about the length 
of a man; without any covering what- 
ever, and completely empty, tho driver 
sitting down on the bottom. As it is 
provided with a keel, it will be pretty 
clear that it is about as easily managed as 
a boat on terra lirma. The pulk is built 
of birehwood. but the keel is of fir. 
What is most annoying to the uninitiated 
is that tho pulk docs not. as the sleigh, 
travel on runners, but on ft little keel, ami 
capsizes in consequence at tho slightest 
bump or want of balance on the part of 
the driver, and that it is drawn by a. sin- 
gle trace and not by shafts, from which 
it follows that the reindeer can not hold 
it back down hill, which often causes the 
traveler to come down rather more pre 
eipitately than he might wish, and dually 
that two reins are not used 

"There is, however, good reason why 
the Lapps prefer the single to the double 
system, and each one has advantages of 
its particular kind in reference to thu na- 
ture of tho road. A sleigh would, for 
instance, sink far deeper into the loose 
snow, and be knocked to pieces over 
rough ground, where the road is obstructed 
with logs and stones, and tho pulk has 
often to shoot down a declivity of a 
couplo of yards. The sleigh would cap- 
size quicker than the pulk, strange as it 
may seem, as the latter capsizes only in 
the hauda of an inexperienced driver. " 

Tho Ago of tlio Mounds. 
INorrlstown Herald,] 

Dr. Cyrus Thomas, who is in charge of 
the division on mound exploration of the 
Bureau of Ethnology, has in the last three 
years obtained about 1">, 000 specimens of 
the handiwork of the mound builders, tho 
study of which, with the survey of thu 
mounds themselves and their surround- 
ings, is gradually leading to a solution of 
certain arch eologic riddles which u l'e,\v 
years ago seemed insolvublc. 

While some of the mounds are doubt- 
less very ancient, others similar in character 
and equalty interesting have certainly been 
built up since the advent of Europeans. 
A string of sleigh bells much corroded 
but still capable of tinkling, was found 
among tho hint and bone implements in a 
mound in Tennessee, while in Mississippi, 
at the poiut where De Soto is supposed to 
have tarried a Spanish coat of arms in 
Bilver, one blade of a pair of scissors and 
other artictes of European manufactuni 
were found in positions which indicated 
that they were buried by the original 
builder- of the mounds. 

In a Georgia mound two copper plates 
were found, upon which were stamped 
figures resembling the sculptures upon 
the Central American ruiua The 
workmanship is vastly superior to 
that displayed on the articles of pottery, 
stone nnd bone found in the mounds, and 
their origin and purpose are not yet ex- 
plainable. Aside from these plates noth- 
ing has been found to indicate a connec- 
tion betweon the mound builders and the 
Aztecs or the Pueblos, while on the other 
hand, there appears many reasons for not 
going beyond' the t herokcesaud their fel- 
low red men of the < 'bio and Mississippi 
valley to find the origin of these curious 
erections. 

The purpose of the mounds still re- 
mains in some cases a mystery, but in 
others they aro known to have been made 
sometimes for burial places, and some- 
times as foundations for Indian villages 
secure from the floods to which the low 
lands were periodically subjected. 

"Maryland, My Mnrylan 1." 
[The Century.] 
It was at this time, after a supper at 
the headquarters of the "Maryland line" 
ut Fairfax, that tbo afterward universal 
war song, "My Maryland, " was set afloat 
upon the tide of army favor. We wero 
sitting outside a tent in the warm star- 
light of an early autumn night, when 
music was proposed. At once we struck 
up Randall's verses to the tuno of the old 
college song, "Lauriger Horatius, " — a 
young lady tf tlio party from Maryland, 
a cousin of ours, having recently sot them 
to this music before leaving homo to share 
the fortunes of the Confederacy. All 
joined in the ringing chorus, and when 
we finished a burst of applause cauio from 
some soldiers listening in the darkness be- 
hind a belt of trees. Next day the melody 
was hummed far and near through tho 
camps, and indue time it had gained nnd 
held the place of favorite song ia the 
army. JN'o doubt the hand organs would 
have gotten hold of it; but, from first to 
last during the continuance of the confed- 
eracy, those cheerful instruments Li tor- 
ture were missing.

» » of thi City ot Victoria ia insufficient, and it is 
expedient and necessary to extend and improve the 
same, and (or that purpose to raise by way of loan, 
upon the credit ol the said City, the sum of S 10,000. 

And whereas it will require the sum of $1,550 to he 
raised annually by special rate for the payment of 
the deht intended to be hereby created and tho in- 
terest thereon. 

And whereas the srsount of the whole rateable 
property of the said City, according to the last re- 
vised assessment roll, is *5,O00,0OO. 

And whereas it will require an annual special rate 
of 1-32 of one cent in the dollar for paying the Inter- 
est and creating an equal yearly sinking fund for 
paying the principal of the said intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal! y Act, 1S81.
